There are a wide range of voltage ratings for different LM386s, most of which will 
blow at 12v. 


I knew someone that had a big stock of these things and had your problem. It was 


not completely dead, it simply worked very poorly. Replacing the part always had 
the same poor result. He was simply turning good parts into bad parts. 


The solution was running the part at a lower supply such as 6 or 8v using either 
78LOX regulator or a properly biased emitter follower transistor to drop the 
supply voltage.

Instead, I get this nice reply saying the obvious (it was a forged 
header) and claiming it is my responsibility to follow it up with the 
originating domain. 


If someone was forging my name, I would 
be doing everything I could to stop it--it's my reputation at stake. 
Same for qwest. 


I sent back a polite note saying if they weren't going to address this 
abuse of their name, I would have no choice but to configure my email 
system to reject all messages from qwest. And if any of you out there 
have accounts with them, you may want to convey the same thing--that you 
expect qwest to maintain the integrity of its domain. MSN at least has 
taken several folks to court for forging MSN headers---if more services 
did the same, we might see the sea of spam reduced a bit.

It (the output pin) should be half of the supply voltage, in this case 6 
volts. It looks like a blown chip to me.

When you have a dual voltage supply, the output DC voltage would be

You do not want to apply any DC to the input pins 2 or 3, these 
2 pins should be 

at ground potential, DC wise.

I've heard this argument before, but it doesn't hold up entirely. The 
virus problems with Windows are not just because of its ubiquity - It's 
also because of the really, really poor security in Windows. How can I say 
this? Well, if computer vandals wanted to wreak the most havoc possible, 
they wouldn't attack desktop computers, they'd attack servers. But they 
don't do so much of that, because most servers are running some form of 
UNIX/Linux, and they're a lot less vulnerable. You could bother a lot more 
than 1% of users by hacking a bunch of UNIX servers than with viruses 
aimed at end-users. 


The biggest problem Windows has in this regard is that most users have 
full privileges on their systems. Only insane people would run UNIXoids as 
root. So it requires a tougher exploit to get those OSes. Writing Windows 
viruses is just easier. It brings to mind the joke about the two campers 
who heard a bear coming. One starts putting on his running shoes. The 
other guy says, "What are you doing? You can't outrun a bear!" The first 
guy replies, "I don't need to outrun the bear. I just need to outrun YOU." 


I'm not advocating dropping Windows for Linux, and I don't feel holier 
than anyone. Just making the point that a huge part of the Windows virus 
problem is lousy security.

Earlier today I announced that the American QRP Club was going to have a new 
program called "Kits for Kids, the 2 for $20 Deal" Basically, you order a 
NorCal Keyer from us for $20 and we send you 2 of the NorCal Keyers, one a 
normal one for yourself, and the second would be special "Kid NorCal Keyer" 
because it would come with all of the connectors and controls that were used 
by Jim Kortge to package a keyer in an Altoids tin. The article will be up 
on the AmQRP web page soon. A couple of guys have asked me why we chose a 
keyer for a first kit for the Kits for Kids program. Very fair question, 
and it deserves an answer. 


Ok, I am a teacher, and I think I know something about what turns kids on to 
learning. It has been my experience that the more involved you get your 
students, the more they buy into the deal. 


Here we have a kid, probably from 9 - 15 years old, an over achiever, 
interested in science, probably an honor roll student, but you may find one 
who is very smart, but a poor student because he is bored with school. 
Either way, you are dealing with someone who is smarter than the average 
kid, I'm betting. This kid has talent, and we need to challenge him and 
push him to succeed. 


Now what is our goal? Number one is to get the kid interested in ham radio, 
number two is qrp, number three is cw and number four is building. My 
theory is that if we give the student a project that is relatively easy to 
build and it doesn't challenge him to use it, then he will quickly tire of 
it. But, if we give him something that he can successfully build with a 
little help, and it will be useful and challenging to him, it will keep his 
interest up. Hence the problem is finding the right project. I chose the 
keyer because it is easy to build, relatively inexpensive, and it provides a 
challenge that will give the user some pride when he reaches his goal. 


Let's say the kid doesn't even know CW. It doesn't matter. The two of you 
need to build the kits together, then show him how to use it to create code, 
and then let him practice. Who says that you have to start with a straight 
key? I don't think it matters, and it will be a lot easier to learn ona 
paddle if that is what you start with. Now that he has built his keyer, he 
has something really neat. This is where you the Elmer come in. This is 
the key part. It is up to you to see that he learns how to use the keyer, 
that he learns the code, and that he has a set of paddles. I have more than 
one set of paddles, and bet that you do too!! Loan that spare set to the 
kid. This is an investment, and it takes time to pay off!! Teach the code 
to him with the keyers. Each of you will have a keyer and a set of paddles, 
so why not send code to the kid, then have him send it back to you. How 
many of us have taught the code to someone by just sending them letters or 
words to copy? Why not send him a string of 10 letters, have him copy it. 
Then have him send it back to you. You then compare what you received from 
him to what you sent to him, and show him his mistakes, and praise him for 
what he does right. Let him participate by sending as well as receiving, 
and this is the way that he gets to use his keyer. He will learn the code 
at the same time he learns to use his keyer!! After all, the keyer has a 
speed pot on it!! Encourage him to develope his cw skills, both sending 
and receiving at the same time. Set reachable goals, and commit to helping 
him. One use of the memory functions would be for you to program ina 
message that he has to copy and report back to you the next time you meet. 
You can record 3 messages of up to 40 characters. Use the features of his 
keyer to help him learn!! Homework on the keyer, THAT HE BUILT HIMSELF!! 


The point is that we need to set the bar up, not down. I bet that most of 


the kids who build the keyer will be successful, and with a good elmer 
(YOU! !) he will learn the code. Wayne Burdick told me at the 10th 
Anniversary party of NorCal, that he thought that learning and using the 
code was a key to getting kids interested in ham radio, and I believe him. 
What 10 or 12 year old kid doesn't want to know a "secret" code that his 
teacher doesn't??? 


Guys, we chose a keyer for the first American QRP Club Kits for Kids project 
because of what it offers. We are investing in the youth of America and the 
hobby that we love. The American QRP Club will continue with more projects 
if we get good results with this one. Think about a kid that you know in 
your club. I bet that everyone that belongs to a local club knows a kid 
with a license and a handi-talkie. This is our chance to recruit him!!! 


Hopefully this will answer the questions of those who wonder why a keyer as 
a first kit. We don't know if we are right, but we are about to find out.

We're in the midst of the third major lightning storm of the night, so 
I'm off the air but wanted to throw some suggestions out about the 
recent thread on hooking some new folks into the hobby, especially our 
"thin" slice of it. 


First, many congrats to the American QRP Club for launching a major 
effort to get kids hooked. One of the things that inhibited my own 
attachment to ham radio as a teen was the lack of an elmer---if I had a 
kit, I wouldn't know where to begin. That's the genius in AmQRP's 
approach of having us get two kits--we give one to a kid, and thus 
become an instant elmer. Might even find it useful to build our keyer as 
our compatriot is building theirs. I'm going to have to talk to some of 
my younger friends and see who's willing to ‘smell the rosin.' 


Second, there is a simple step we can take to help further interest in 
the hobby. A couple of years' back the ARRL Board passed a 
recommendation that all sanctioned hamfests offer free admission to 
anyone 16 years old or younger. I make three basic hamfests in my area 


throughout the year, but keep up on several other larger events in the 
region, and I've yet to see a hamfest take this route. Why is it 
important? My 15 year-old has gathered with buds to strip down and 
reassemble motherboards, find new ways to overclock processors, and 
otherwise mess (and mess-up) computers and gaming systems. He likes to 
wander about at hamfests absorbing the new tech as well as pawing thru 
software bargins, but it would be even more fun with several friends. 
Most of these don't work, and have limited funds. If the admission was 
free, I bet we could corral 3-4 others to meander as a group, oogle the 
technology, and absorb the sights and sounds of a hamfest. 


My own suggestion would be that 18 and under would be free--and I would 
suggest to AmQRP that they adopt this policy, and lobby the hamfests 
that some of the forums are related to (such as Atlanticon) to adopt 
minimally the ARRL Board recomendation. 


Third, an oscillator to practice is great to promote kit building and 
learning the code, but it lacks a necessary component--communication. 
When you see how easy it is to use code to communicate or create a 
non-stressful place to 'play' with the code, it adds a whole new 
dimension to learning and operating. I know there is a program called 
"Morse Mail" that allows one to send email in code (never got it to work 
for me, but I'm old enough to remember punch cards). Maybe someone can 
adopt a similar thing for the AmQRP website that would allow kids to 
send Morse messages to others. Sort of an internet Morse IM process? 
Echolink for code junkies?? Kids could see what other kids were on-line, 
and send Morse messages to them. Or what OMs are on-line! Anyway, once 
they see the joy of communicating in this way, have some page that comes 
up as they log-off presenting a basic overview of HF operations and 
possibilities, in other words a pitch for getting licensed to enhance 
the fun. 

Fourth, and this is my 'thing,' there are some great programs for Middle 
and High School-age folks to interest them in ham radio. But when they 
get to college/university, unless there is a really proactive club on 
campus, we loose them. I'm not sure that kit-building is quite the 
answer for this context. Part of the pitch needs to be directed toward 
the international dimension to amateur radio and the opportunity it 
presents to enlarge global understanding. We've had some limited success 
in observing International Amateur Radio Day (April 18th) on our campus. 
Maybe have an international QRP day (Rev. Geo. Dobb's Birthday? Or 
Marconi's, and my, birthday?) where ops from QRP clubs around the world 
are on the air for a particular time-frame, and ops are encouraged to 
work as many as possible. 


Again, just some ideas to chew over.

Yes, I agree that the new Mac OS or one of the bsd's are also good solution 
also, I just find, in my business, that migrating windows users to linux is 
the easiest solution for a whole hosts of reasons. With the latest linux apps 
are excellent mimics of windows software (like open-office), some are better 
(like scribus), and by installing crossover office, alot of their favorite 
windows apps are installable too. In many cases these are usable in Mac or 
BSD, but not all, so linux is more universal in that respect, and therefore 


can be a better substitute for windows users. 


With a linux distribution like Mandrake one can single click their way while 
in the "desktop environment" (like kde or gnome) into a full security update 
easy as pie. Also buying/getting a new set of disks every six months and 
running a full-update will get you a new op system. This is actually working 
quite well the last year or so, as I have several clients doing just that 
without my help.

Microsoft was not properly labeling the patch as a critical 
security issue, and was missed by many system admits that got hit this past 
week. So while keeping current is important, good solid information is 
critical to doing so. I trust the open source community to do this much 
better than Microsoft, and the track record (I *think*x) indicates such.

I like lots of persons is plagued with SPAM, I get over 100 pieces of spam 
a day, so rather than get mad, I chose to do something about it and so far 
it's working great for me. 


After a little research, I downloaded a program called PopFile 
<http://popfile.sourceforge.net/> , it's a free program that uses 
artificial intelligence ( Bayesian Analyzer) technology to learn and 
improve it's ability to sort out your mail. 


After a week of training, it sorts out my mail with 99.7% accuracy, I set 
it up to separate my mail into four categories , "Spam", "ham", 
"programming", and "personal". I then have some filters in my mail program 
to route the mail to the appropriate folders, with spam going straight to 
the trash bin. 


A word of warning, if your are lazy or computer illiterate, then PopFile is 
not for you. PopFile is a "proxy server", which means you have to 
re-configure your email program to get the email from PopFile instead of 
your ISP, PopFile itself gets your mail from your ISP and categorizes it 
for you, you have to train the software, by informing it when it makes a 
mistake in sorting, so it is not a install it and forget about it program. 


I will say, that it is working very well, and when it makes a rare mistake 
it usually lets a piece of spam through rather that call good mail spam, it 
also learns very quickly so now after three weeks of using it, there is 
very little maintenance that I have to do. The program is written in Pearl 
so it works with Windows, MacIntosh, Linux, BSD....etc and the software is 
free.

ARRL just posted a news story about the tests the League made in four of = 
the trial areas. This included the City of Manassas visit, although = 
this was my first visit to that area, so that is the shortest of the = 
clips. The area where the BPL trial was occuring in Manassas appears to = 
be all underground wiring and we didn't find any nearby overhead wiring = 
where I could identify the couplers used to get the signals onto the = 
distribution lines. Nonetheless, even with underground wiring, the BPL 
signals were easily found and heard. 


Some parts of Manassas have overhead wiring, and if BPL is deployed in = 
those areas at signal levels as defined in the present FCC rules, there 
is every reason to believe that the resultant signal levels will be as = 
found in the rest of my test results to all nearby receivers tuned to = 
frequencies the BPL system is using. To obtain bandwidth of several = 
MB/s, the BPL system must use many MHz of spectrum, so no matter where = 
these systems operate, it is a question of whose service will be = 
affected, from amateur to shortwave broadcast to the numerous other uses = 
of HF.

These were made by troops in WW2 in Europe to hear AM radio 
stations. The detector was a Gillette Blue Blade, a safety pin and a piece 
of pencil lead. I made one of these as a kid -- and it worked. You had to 
be really patient, though, to find the "sweet spot" where you got 
semiconductor action on the razor blade. 


I improved it with a coil wound on an oatmeal box...
